NEXT MONTH 


SAUCELITO, Feb. 2 — Saucelito Irrigation district water system 
will be in 40 per cent operation by some time in March, and will be 
finished and in total operation by some time in September, it was 
stated this week by Fred Strauss, of Porterville, principal engineer on 
the job from the firm of Stetson, Strauss and Dresselhaus, Inc. 


The~ new system will bring 
21,200 acre feet of Class 1 wa- 
ter and up to 32,000 acre feet 
of Class 2 water from the Friant 
Kern canal of the Central Val- 
ley project into the district, pro- 
viding a supplemental water 
supply for the 16,680 irrigable 
acres in the 19,270 acre district. 

Total cost of the system will 
run $3,800,000, including en- 
gineering and bureau of recla- 
mation costs, plus construction 
costs. 

Cost of water at the canal will 
run $3.50 an acre foot for Class 
1, and $1.50 an acre foot for 


Class 2; including repayment 
of project costs, financed by a 
40-year, interest-free federal 


loan, water price to farmers. al- 
though not yet determined def- 
initely, is expected to not exceed 
$8.00 an acre foot at the farm. 
The 40-year repayment period 
starts after the project is com- 
pleted; following the completion 
of payments to the federal gov- 
ernment the system becomes the 
property of the district. 
Delivery of water to farms of 
the Saucelito district has several

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A BELATED HAPPY NEW YEAR? 


’ From "Editor & Publisher”, by Robert U. Brown in 
"Shop Talk at Thirty” 


The American system — busi- 
ness and advertising — has 
taken it on the chin from the 
critics as much or more in this 
past year than at any time in re- 
cent memory. Everything seems 
to be wrong according to them. 
We wonder what the New Year 
will bring. 

We like the summation of all 
this literature made this week 
by Lawrence Fertig, financial 
writer for the New York World- 
Telegram and Sun: “It seems 
that the more responsive Ameri- 
can industry becomes to the 
needs and demands of the pub- 
lic, the higher our standard of 
living mounts and the more 
prosperous we become, the 
louder grows the clamor of at- 
tack upon American industry 
and the principles of private 
capitalism.” 

* * * 

In his column Mr. Fertig 
deals with the theme of Vance 
Packard’s. book “The Waste 
Makers.” Mr. Packard sees a 
diabolical plot between manu- 
facturer, retailer, advertising 
man and advertising medium to 
create waste — to hoodwink the 
American people into buying 
things they don’t need, don’t 
want and won’t last forever any- 
way. 

It is strange that Mr. Packard 
has achieved great success for 
his book through the very “sys- 
tem” he condemns. Through 
adroit advertising the book has 
been high on the best seller lists 
for weeks. Should we assume 
this is a waste of good paper 
and ink? 

Prof. J. K. Galbraith’s book 
“The Affluent Society” is an- 
other one noted by Mr. Fertig 
who says “just about the most 
penetrating analysis we have 
seen of this thesis is contained 
in a column by George Schwartz 
in the London Sunday Times. 
He says, ‘Prof. Galbraith’s 
thesis is that although capital- 
ism delivers the goods it’s the 
wrong goods. The private sector 
flourishes to the detriment of 
the public sector. ... The na- 
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tional income isn’t spent wisely. 
The fellow over the road doesn’t 
know how to live. This has been 
known since the beginning of 
time, and it holds today when 
I am the only fellow in the 
office, in our street, in our 
borough and in northwest Lon- 
don with really civilized wants. 


“Tt held when the first 
woman said she wouldn’t be 
seen dead in the other woman’s 
hat. And at bottom the thesis 
is fundamentally anti -demo- 
cratic. You boobs, you suckers, 
you sheep, you fall for any- 
thing. ... Well, if you are such 
simpletons on matters of such 
direct concern to your welfare 
you are not fit to elect a gov- 
ernment. It should be imposed 
upon you for your own good. 
And come to think of it, you are 
not fit to pronounce upon Prof. 
Galbraith’s ideology. Take it, 
because you are not qualified to 
leave it.’” 

We have wondered where the 
national income would come 
from that Prof. Galbraith would 
spend in the public sector if the 
common people did not create it 
by purchasing goods and keep- 
ing the factory wheels turning. 
Certainly,: government never 
created any national income on 


its own. 
* * * 


A third book which we have 
missed but which Mr. Fertig 
quotes is “The Future of His- 
tory” by Robert Heilbroner. 
Government dominated society 
— collectivist society — is really 
the wave of the future, says 
Heilbroner according to Fertig. 
We ought to accommodate to it, 
not fight for old ideals, we are 
told. 

Our impression from all this 
pessimism is that the old-fash- 
ioned private enterprise and 
democratic system of the U.S.A. 
is through and we might as well 
throw in the sponge, give up, 
join the Communists. Heilbroner 
says it is going to happen. Gal- 
braith and Packard say this so- 
ciety and system are no good 
anyway.

AFTER LISTENING to Presi- 

dent Kennedy’s State of the 
Union message Monday, we rush- 
ed right in for a Tuesday morn- 
ing paper to see if ‘we had mis- 
f understood Jack. His gloomy 
picture of domestic affairs left 
us wondering just what country 
he was talking about... We can 
agree that the message was a 
firm statement of the State of 
the Union ag Mr. Kennedy sees 
it, and has seen it since he start- 
ed campaigning for president, 
and in his statements concerning 
defense and foreign policy we 
personally see a lot to agree 
with. But his predictions and 
statements of gloom on the do- 
mestic front carry the overtones 
{ of politics, not fact. 
} IT’S AN old political trick to 
paint a dark picture, as Mr. Ken- 
nedy has done, emphasizing the 
problems of the domestic econ- 
omy out of all proportions; giv- 
ing the “blood, sweat and tears’ 
pitch; telling people things will 
get worse before they get better; 
selling the idea that America is 
hanging on the ropes and that 
jumping to the rescue will be 
the Kennedy administration. 

BY BUILDING such an im- 
age, Mr. Kennedy plays on a 


great human weakness — people 
| generally want more than they 
have; and he builds a future de- 
fense if things don’t improve as 
he says they must — after all he- 


‘sort of background and image, 


said things will get worse before 
they get better. By building this

he plays both ends against the 
middle, for if the economy, in 
the long run, continues to ex- 
pand, as it no doubt will, he is 
in an excellent position to take 
credit for this expansion. 

FEW PEOPLE deny that Amer- 
ica has problems, domestic and 
foreign. But America hag al- 
ways had problems and always 
will. The economy of a free peo- 
ple does not move in a straight 
line; in America it moves up- 
ward through peaks and valleys. 
After all, if the president sees 
only the valleys, his perspective 
is wrong. 

BUT BY emphasizing the val- 
leys, Mr. Kennedy opens the 
door, he no doubt hopes, for ex- 
pansion, of federal programs, 
with which go federal. control 
and loss of local control. Right 
here is the dividing point of 
political philosophy — continued 
expansion of the federal net, or 
the meeting of local problems on 
a local basis, of which we'll take 
the latter. 

MR. KENNEDY laid down his 
pattern in the State of the Union 
message; now we'll see the spe- 
cifics of that pattern as he ad- 
vocates legislation within his 
pattern. 

AT THE moment it appears 
that if Mr. Kennedy has his way, 
America will continue to ride at 
a gallop along the unfortunate 
road toward greater and greater 
centralization of government in 
Washington.

32nd District 
California State Legislature 


One of the most important 
tasks facing us at this session is 
reapportionment of Congression- 
al and Assembly districts. Since 
both the United States and our 
California Constitutions require 
redistricting after each federal 
census, it is a serious responsi- 
bility imposed upon us to make 
sure that every citizen is given 
‘the representation to which he 
is entitled in our national and 
state legislatures. 

Because of California’s phe- 
nomenal increase of almost 50 
percent in population since 
1950, our state is entitled to 
more representatives in the low- 
er house of Congress. But — 
and this is a fact of which few 
of us are conscious — the U.S. 
Constitution is silent as to dis- 
tricting within states. There- 
fore, state legislatures have the 
authority to establish districts 
for the representation to which 
the several states are entitled. 
Some states still have Congress- 
men-at-large, elected by all their 
voters. Here in California, all 
seats are districted.

Putting Ideas to Work 


Not too much trouble or de- 
bate over districting the Con- 
gressional seats is anticipated. : 
For the past thirty years, the 
Legislature has followed -the 
practice of dividing the state 
into Congressional districts 
equal in population, though 
there is nothing in law to re- 
quire it. On the basis of the re- 
cent census returns, it appears 
that the southern portion of the 
state will’ be given five more rep- 
resentatives, the northern three. 

Our California | Constitution 
was amended in the 1920s to set’ 
up the so-called ‘‘federal’’ system 
of districting for our Legisla- 
ture. The State Senate is dis- 
tricted on a geographical basis, 
no county having more than one 
Senator, and no Senator repre- 
senting more -than three coun- 
ties. The Assembly is divided 
strictly on a population basis, so 
its seats must be reapportioned 
following each federal census. 

The Constitution requires that 
Assembly districts shall be com- 
posed of contiguous territory, 
and shall be “as nearly equal in 
population as may be.” It also 
prohibits the division of any 
county unless it contains suffi- 
cient population to form two or 
more districts, and the addition 
of any part of a county to part 
of another to form an Assembly 
district. 

Since the Constitution still 
provides for 80 Assembly seats, 
the problem before us is to dis- 
trict them on the basis of the 
new census. This will inevitably 
mean that some areas will gain 
representation, while others will 
lose. Our 1950 population of 
10,586,000 set the number of 
people in each district at about 
132,300. The 1960 figure of 
15,717,000 means that each dis- 
trict after reapportionment will 
contain approximately 196,400 
people. 

It is too early as yet to do 
more than speculate on the re- 
sults of the redistricting. Popu- 
lation figures. released for the 
various counties indicate gener- 
ally, however, that the southern 
part of the state will gain seats, 
while the north will lose. The 
shift is not expected to be large. 

Under existing law, the State 
Senate will not be reapportion- 
ed, and all district boundaries 
will remain the same. You will 
no doubt recall that a measure 
which would have reapportioned 
the Senate was on the ballot at 
the last general election, but was 
defeated by a substantial mar- 
gin. That has not closed the is- 
sue, though. The matter is still 
under study by non-legislative 
groups, and there is a possibility 
that some legislation relating to 
it may be introduced in our cur- 
rent session. 

When the Congressional and 
Assembly seats have been reap- 
portioned, the new district boun- 
daries will apply at the primary 
and general elections of 1962.

~ Dandruff Can 
Be Helped 


@ Teething 


Q. I have infectious dandruff 
and my hair is getting very 
thin. Will you please tell me 
what to do?—Really worried. 
A. At one time dandruff was 
thought to be due to a special kind 
-of.scalp germ — hence the refer- 
ence to “infectious.” Many doc- 
tors now discount this theory. 
Physicians have ways of keeping 
dandruff under control. The prep- 
aration most generally used re- 
quires a prescription (and medical 
supervision), so visit your famil 
doctor or consult a skin special- 
ist. Dandruff, as such, probably 
_has little to do with baldness. 


.Q. Ia it normal for a baby to 
run a temperature when teeth- 


ing? 

A. Teething babies may run a 
little temperature if the gums be- 
come inflamed. In the case of jaw 
teeth there is usually some in- 
flammation. As the tooth pushes 
to the surface it raises and 
stretches the overlying tissue. 
The child quickly discovers that 
biting down temporarily relieves 
the discomfort. This increases the 
irritation and what was bad be- 
comes worse. A slight temperae 
ture may result.

Tamifications: It represents a 
supplemental supply only, conse- 
quently farmers will have to 
maintain and use their own 
pumping plants in the future; 
underground water deficiency 
will be made up by Class 2 wa- 
ter, and it is this water that is 
expected to reverse the trend of 
falling water tables and _ re- 
plenish ground supply; it is esti- 
mated that in the long haul 
pumping levels that have drop- 
ped to 300 feet in some areas 
will be brought up to around 
100 feet, thereby reducing pump- 
ing costs. 

Concerning available supply 
of Friant Kern water, Class 1 
water is on a firm contract 
basis; Strauss says that records 
show that in only three of the 
last 60 years Class 2 water would 
have fallen short of the contract- 
ed amount, which is taken on a 
“when and if’ basis. 

During good water years little 
pumping will be necessary in the 
district, thereby preserving un- 
derground water; percolation of 
Class 2 water, principally in the 
Deer Creek channel, is expected 
to increase the underground sup- 
ply and raise the water table. 

Concerning economic changes 
within the Saucelito district as 
a result of the assured water 
supply. Strauss believes that 
long-term trend will be toward 
more intensified farming of 
“high-value” crops. Cotton is 
now the No. 1 crov in the dis- 
trict and will probably remain 
so in the foreseeable future, 
however, there is a liklihood of 
increasing acreages of table 
grapes and deciduous fruits, also 
the possibility of some citrus 
plantings.
